Daxid{aid inthe firſt verſe to ſhew 
his godly mirth , that he would ſing 
mercie and judgement : and nowe 
here he affirmeth, that he will doe 
wiſely. Sothat he promiſethto be at 
once both merric & wiſe. The which 
m worldly account is iudged andin 
experience is found to bea marterof 
great difficultie . Whereupon when

commaunded the children of 1#dh 
to be taught to ſhoote, that ſo they 
might beable to match their enemies 
the Philiſtims in that martiall Art, 
whetherthe warſholdbe offenſtue or 
defenſiue . But the people of Laiſh, 


whoſe Seignorie was very large and. 


fertile, liuing long in peace and plen- 
ty,wantingeyes in theirhead, became

In the caſe of hearing and credi- 
ting other mens ſpeeches : T he fooliſh pro. 14.15. 
will beleeue euery thing: but the prudent 
will conſider his fteppes : and fo be ar- 
medagainſtflatterieon the one fide, 
and ſycophancie on the other {1de. 

Thus Dauid wil do wiſely. Wher- 
in? In the perfe& way : which is that 
integritic of ſound religion and ho- 
neſt conuerſation that is preſcribedin 
the word of God, of which it is ſaid 
that the lawe of the Lord is perfect. Pſal19.7. 
Anditis tiled the perfe&t lawe of li- 1am.r.2s. 
bertic. Whereupon weare comman- 
ded to bechaungedby the renewing Rem.1z. z. 
of our minds , that we may proue 
whatthatgood, andacceptable, and 
perfect will of God is, comprehen- 
ded inthe holy Scripture, the whole

andeuery part whereof is giuen by 
inſpiration of God, and 1s profitable 
to teach, to conuince, to corre, and 
to inſtruct in righteouſneſſe, that the 
man of God may be abſolute,being 
made perfect vntoall good workes. 
PerfetI fay inreſpect of knowledge 
of things neceſſarie to ſaluation : 0- 


x.Cor.r3.9 therwiſe, weknow now only in part, 


and prophecie in part. Againe, per- 
fe&tvntoall good workes in regard of 
knowledge what ought to be done, 
but not in reſpe& of power andabili- 
tie to performe the ſame. Inſomuch 
as when our Saujour biddeth vs to 


Mat.5. 48. be perfect as our heauenly father is 


perte&: thoſe words imply onely a 
like qualitie,butnotanequalitie. And 


r.Cor.z.6. when ſome in the Scriptures are 
Philip.3-15 ſaid to be perfect, it is to be vnder- 


ſtoodin reſpect of Gods impuration, 
and notoftheir owne actions : or in 
compariſon of others who are ruder 


in knowledge, or weaker inthe faith, 
or

ornot ſo abundantin good workes: 
or inregard' of their affectionate de- 
fireand ſound purpoſe of heart with- 
out hypocrite, butnot of their effe- 
Quuall operation in full practiſe of 
workes without defe&. Andin truth 
one way to perfection hoped foraf- 
terthis lite, is the knowledge of our 
imperfetion while we continue in 
this life, But yer fo, that having once 
knowne whart the perfcft way or will 
of God is, we muſt daily march on, . 
or proceed towards pertcction in o- 
bedience to Gods commandements: 
the obſeruation whereof is in the 
iudgement of <2oſes, our wiſedome Deut.4.6; 
and our vnderſtanding in the fight of 
all people, who ſceing our good 
workes ſhall glorifie God and fay, 
Onely thus people is wiſe and of vnder- 
anding. 

And thoſe Princes are iudged to 
naue done wiſcly in the perfect way 
ff truereligion, and the {incere wor-

ſhip of God, which haue not onely 
practiſed the ſame in their owne per- 
ſons, but haue labourcd alſo by all 
meanes to bring all their ſubiccts to 
leſ24-25. conformitie therein . As did 7oſhus, 
who madea couenant with the peo- 
ple, in ioyning Ged and the peo- 
ple together, by mutuall promiſe of 
protection fromthe one, and of obe. 
dienceintheother, 

Likewiſcking 4ſa being aſſured of 
12.13.. the truth of the religion which he 
'" 16, profeſſed, cauſed all his ſubiedts to 
| make a conenant by oath toſecke the 
Lord God of their fathers: and they 
retoycedat the oath, for they ſware 
with all their hearts. And the penaltic 
was,that whoſocurr would not ſecke 
the Lord God of Iſrael, ſhould be 
ſlaine,whether he were ſmallor great, 
man or woman. Neither did king 4- 
ſa ſpare his mother I/aachah, but he 
depoſed her from her regemie, be- 
cauſe ſhe had madean idol ina grove,

forth make anie fuch entermariage 
withthem of Aſhdod, Ammon, and 
Moab.
